ishing. Previous to Ihe yrcat Septem- 
ber gale, this Island produced n very 
Snrge quantity ol excellent fruit j the 
trees were nearly nil destroyed at that 
time, and little or no attention lias been 
given la the mailer since. 


While upon this subject we would al- 


KJ suggest to the fanners, on the Island, 
to plant large quantities ol ornamental 
and shade trees on tlieir premises, par- 
ticularly on those parla bordering upon 
the public and much-travelled roads.— 
The treet could be placed In or outside 
f.fllie walls, and while they would not 
shade the land BO as to injure vegetation 
to any extent, they would b« a valuable 
ornament to the farm, and udd nn in- 
created chnrm to Ihe already delightful 
rides about the Island.
